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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In adding elements from Column 2, lines 50-60, 
examiner only meant to clarify to the applicant what the previously cited reference taught. The examiner was not making a new rejection. It 
appears that the applicant, in reading the nonfinal rejection, is doing a piecemeal analysis of the reference, and not considering the 
teaching of the reference as a whole. Therefore, the finality of the previous office action stands. Furhter, examiner's use of cover to define 
both linear material and the frame is merely used for visual purposes with regards to Figures 6a - 6c. As seen in the figures, the cover is 
stretched over the frame (which can be represented by the portion underneath 78, therefore both the frame and the linear material are 
disclosed by Rasmussen. Finally, applicant has clearly defined stringer as "a long, heavy horizontal timber used for any of several 
connective or support purposes". String can be defined as a line usually composed of twisted thread or a plant fiber MERRIAM-WEBSTER 
DICTIONARY 512 (1 8t ed 1998). In comparing the two definitions, a stringer can be considered a string, and it would been obvious to use 
this string from the purpose of supporting the coins as they come down the conveying structure. Therefore, the claims stand rejected. 
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
